Rie nature. . 
Photography stands unequalled for truthfulness ; 
and a photographic view, whether good or bad, will 
give a better idea of a scene or object represented, 
a than any work of art, however elaborate. And now, 
- since all the objectionable features of photographs, 
_-—s such as fading and the necessity of mounting, have 
been removed by this new and beautiful invention, 
the ALBERT-ryPE, we are enabled to print on a press, 
in permanent ink, any picture or view that the camera 
a; ss one be placed before. 
___In presenting this little book to the travelling pub- 
_ tis, we feel that we are supplying the want alluded to, 
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in furnishing illustrations from photographic views 
taken on the spot. 

Should this meet with sufficient encouragement, we 
propose to follow this Guide with others illustrated 
in the same manner. 

For some of the description of the scenery we are 
indebted to M. Elis, Esq., Lessee and Manager of 
Havana Glen, who has placed at our disposal the con- 
tents of his ‘‘ Lake and Glen Scenery of Central New 
York.” 
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WATKINS GLEN. 


In the heart of the lake region of Central New 
York is situated a beautiful sheet of water with 
the euphonious title of Seneca Lake, and at the 
head or southern extremity of this fair lake the 
small but growing village of Watkins keeps alive 
the memory of the first proprietor of a large sec- 
tion of the land of Schuyler County. Just at the 
south of the village is located Watkins Glen, a 
wonderful freak of nature, forming the central 
point of attraction in this portion of the State. 
We have long been of the opinion that the lake 
scenery of the Empire State only needs to be 
more widely known to become as famons as the 
world-renowned lake district of England. True 
it is that the charm of the literary and historical 
associations inseparable from the latter is yet 
wanting to its American counterpart, but this is 
an inevitable result of the comparative newness 
of our country, and time will not fail to add to 
the Indian legends and traditions already cluster- 
ing about this region the interest of more refined 
recollections. It is not our purpose to attempt 

1* 
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an elaborate geological or botanical description 
of this wonderful place, we wish rather to point 
out its beauties briefly, and we must depend upon 
our illustrations to bring before the eye what it 
_ is not in the power of words to express. 

To reach Watkins Glen, we take the Erie Rail- 
way to Elmira, or the New York Central Rail- 
road to Canandaigua, connecting at either of 
these places with the Northern Central Railroad, 
on which a ride of twenty-two miles from Elmira 
or forty-seven from Canandaigua brings us to the 
station of Watkins, within a few minutes’ walk of 
the Glen. Or we may leave the cars of the New 
York Central at. Geneva and take one of the 
steamers plying daily on Seneca Lake between 
Genevagnd Watkins, this being the most beauti- 
ful route to the Glen. Seneca Lake is about 
forty miles in length, and has a width of from 
one to six-miles. The steamer traverses the en- 
tire length of the lake, touching at all points on 
its shores. The waters of the lake’ are of a re- 
markable clearness and purity, and so deep that 
in many places they have not yet been fathomed. 
Thé scenery along its shores is very pleasing in 
character, the hills rising in graceful curves from 
the calm surface of the lake, with here and there 
a neat and substantial farm-house or a busy little 
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village to give life and variety to the lovely 
prospect; while the well-cultivated farms, the 
pastures clad with verdure and the forests of all 
hale conceivable shades of green invest the whole 

with a luxuriant wealth of color. There is one 

‘singular circumstance in relation to this lake 

which is not unworthy of mention; it rarely 
freezes even during the severest cold, and the 
steamers continue their trips at all seasons of the 
year. It is but a short time that the Glen has 
been open to visitors; previous to 1863 a visit to 
it was not often undertaken even by those resid- 
ing in its immediate vicinity, but great improve- 
“ments are being made every year, and a trip to 
. and through the Glen is now attended by no in- 
-~—s gonvenience or great exertion. It can be ex- 
‘plored for about two and one half miles, with 
_ an ascent of nearly eight hundred feet. 

In passing up Franklin Street we soon arrive at 
the entrance, with high hills on either side, from 
between which flows the little stream that has 
been tossed from rock to rock in its wild passage 
through the Glen, and finally flows gently down 

‘into the bosom of the placid lake. Leaving the 
road we pass through the gorge between these 
hills, and find ourselves in the 
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ENTRANCE AMPHITHEATRE, 
with high and projecting cliffs on either side, and 
before us the walls almost meet and seem to bar 
all further progress. Passing through the nar- 
row cleft hewn by some giant power in the liy- 
ing rock, we ascend a staircase on the north side, 
and emerge into the entrance of 


GLEN ALPHA, 


the first of the ten sections into which Watkins 
Glen is divided. Turning to the left, where the 
channel makes a sharp angle, we see the 


LOWER FALLS, Or ENTRANCE CASCADE. 


This is a narrow stream of water shooting over 
the rocks from one corner into an angular pool 
sixty feet below. Above the staircase crossing 
the stream is the 


SENTRY BRIDGE. 


From here we have a fine prospect, amply repay- 
ing a pause of half an hour or more. Looking 
back through the Amphitheatre we see the beau- 
tiful hills across the lovely valley, and turning 
our eyes to the front we gaze upon the towering 
cliffs that rise one above another, with a narrow 
band of sky between the frowning walls of rock, 


and Minnehaha. 
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to crown with light and beauty the solemnity of 
the scene below. 

Crossing “Sentry Bridge ” we ascend a short 
flight of steps, and tread a pathway cut in the 
solid rock under the overhanging cliff some twenty 
feet above the bed of the stream, and find our- 
selves in 


STILLWATER GORGE, 


The varied shades of color in the rock and bits of 
vegetation, and the fantastic forms so lavishly 
thrown around, make this a lovely spot; from 
“here we have the “ Central View,” and the sec- ' 
ond cascade, known as 


~~ 


MINNEHAHA, 


This is a beautiful little fall, charming by its 
_ very irregularity ; the impulsive stream jumps 
from one rocky ledge to another, and after rest- 
ing perhaps for a moment in a quiet pool it hast- 
ens to make another leap, the bright and dashing 
foam forming a sparkling contrast to the dark 
and jagged rocks. A rustic seat is soon reached, 
from which to enjoy the lovely views in all direc- 
tions that invite one to tarry awhile. Moving on 
again we enter a narrow gorge and come upon a 

r staircase, beyond which we meet still another, 
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very high and nearly vertical ; before us is that 
portion of the Glen called 


THE LABYRINTH. 


Crossing a plank bridge over the narrow stream 
and ascending several steps cut in the rock, we 
go up the first flight of stairs, which lands us 
again on the same side of the streanr from which 
we came. A little further along under the shelv- 
ing rock, we come to the long staircase leading 
to the top of the opposite or north cliff; a few 
steps beyond the foot of these stairs, and directly 
behind the falling stream of water, is situated + 


THE GROTTO. 


This is a sombre and gloomy cavern, hewn by 
the force of the elements out of the living rock, 
and damp and slippery from the flying spray ; 
the fall has received the name of 


CAVERN CASCADE. 


The rushing water jumps in one close column 
from the rocks above us, into a deep and dark 
pool some forty or fifty feet below ; the roar of 
the falling waters made almost deafening by the 
reverberation from the rocky walls, and the dim 
light passing through the silvery veil of the cas 
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cade, make this a scene of great sublimity. Look- 
ing downward from the foot of the staircase is 
what is known as 


WHIRLWIND GORGE, 


| We ascend about fifty feet to the top of the long 


staircase and find ourselves not unwilling to rest 
upon the rustic seat placed so temptingly there ; 


we are now at the head of the first section or 
Glen Alpha.” Before us we see a portion of 


ae second section, or 
“We “ GLEN OBSCURA. 


; ois. has received this name on account of its pecu- 
~ liar formation which renders it impassable ; it can, 
however, be seen nearly throughout from above. 
~The part seen from the head of the staircase is 


called the 
PROFILE GORGE, 


an Indian profile it once contained, but 


which has of late been somewhat damaged by the 


elements ; at the head of the Gorge are the re- 


RESERVOIR DAM. 


€ It was in former times used for a mill, and the 
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water when high pours over it in one unbroken 
sheet. A new path to the right takes us some 
distance towards the entrance of the Glen, and 
as we pass along the edge of the yawning gorge 
we are impressed by the wildness of the scene ; 
the ascent of a short flight of steps brings us to 


POINT LOOK-OFF, 


whence the path leads out to the edge of a high 
cliff, commanding a fine view of “Glen Alpha” 
below. As we pass from the shadowy depths of 
the Glen to the opening above we are struck with 
the beauty and variety of vegetation with which 
we are surrounded. Plants are found here that 
belong to all degrees of temperature, from the 
frigid to the torrid zone. Continuing our course 
along this beautiful path, we soon reach the 


GLEN MOUNTAIN HOUSE,— 


situated on a natural shelf about 100 feet above 
_the stream in “ Glen Obscura,” and twice as high 

above “Glen Alpha,” and overlooking “ Profile 
Gorge.” Messrs. J. J. Lytle & Co., the proprie- 
..tors of this house, are deserving of great credit for 
their patience and perseverance in establishing 
so excellent a place of retreat in the face of so 
many and great difficulties; everything has been 
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done to make it attractive, and judging from the 
number of guests that have visited this beautiful 


spot, it would not be surprising if our host were 


compelled to enlarge his accommodations at no 
distant day. 

_ After resting here we prepare for further ex- 
plorations; clothing adapted to the damp walks 
may here be found, and being fully equipped, we 
start again over a shaded path through the woods, 
from which we have frequent views of that por- 
tion of the “Glen Obscura ” called 


, 


MYSTIC GORGE. 


Descending by slow degrees to the bed of the 
stream, we see evidences everywhere of the grind- 
ing of the rock by gravel, stones, and boulders 
tossed about by the force of water for ages past, 
forming pools or basins, many of them still con- 
taining the stones that ground them out. Ap- 


_ proaching the upper end of Glen Obscura,,we 


find a succession of little cascades leaping into it, 


SYLVAN RAPIDS. 


"At the head of these rapids we cross the stream 


by a rustic bridge, from which we have some 
lovely views through the section we have passed ; 
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this part of Glen Obscura is called Whirlpool 
Gorge. Looking forward, and almost directly 
under our feet as we stand on the bridge, is 


BUTTERMILK FALLS, 


This charming little cascade or rapid marks the 
upper boundary of the third section of the Glen ; 
the stream, after flowing quietly along the level 
above, narrows down to a rapid torrent, tossed 
from rock to rock, and rushes foaming into 
Whirlpool Gorge below. A few steps further 
on brings us into the third section, called 


GLEN CATHEDRAL. 


Words fail to do justice to the sublimity of this 
Glen; we may give its dimensions—a length of 
600 feet, a width of 400 feet, with cliffs nearly 
300 feet in height, but these cold figures can give 
no conception of the grandeur and solemnity of 
the actual scene. It is well called Cathedral ; 
the floor is the smooth surface of the rock, the 
walls are the lofty and precipitous cliffs frescoed 
with the brilliant colors of the mosses and creep- 
‘ing vines, and to crown the whole is the clear 
blue sky, forming a grander canopy than ever 
cathedral built by mortal hands possessed. 
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At the upper end of the Cathedral is the 


CENTRAL CASCADE, 


a beautiful fall 60 feet in height; on the south 
side of the Cathedral, near the upper end as we 
pass through it, is the 


POOL OF THE NYMPHS, 


This is a charming natural basin worn into the 
rock with a surprisingly regular outline ; it is 
filled to the brim with the clearest and purest of 
water, and the fairest of the nymphs could wish 
for no more beautiful bath. We come next upon 
a series of little cascades and rapids, and arrive 
at the foot of the. 


GRAND STAIRCASE, 


which is composed of two sections with a com- 
bined height of seventy feet; from this staircase 
we have the finest view of the Central Cascade ; 
at the top we enter into the fourth section, or the 


GLEN OF THE POOLS, 


which derives its name from the number of pools 
or basins that it contains. Following the path 
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on the north side we find another rustic bridge, 
from which we have what is named the 


MATCHLESS SCENE. 


The peculiar attraction of this view, when patches 
of sunlight fall on foliage and water, is quite be- 
yond the power of pen to describe, nor will a pic- 
ture do it justice, for beauties meet our eyes on 
every side, and instead of one picture, it would 
require a whole gallery to represent all. Follow- 
ing the path a short distance on the south bank 
we see the 


RAINBOW FALLS AND TRIPLE CASCADES. 


The Triple Cascade is one of the finest of the 
many to be found in the Glen; as its name im- 
ples, it consists of three divisions, one above the 
other, and no two alike. A brook on the south 
side joins the stream just below this cascade, and 
as its streamlets leap over the curved edge of the 
rocky shelf it forms the Rainbow Falls; our path- 
way lies behind this, and while we view the scene 
through this crystal curtain or veil, we may on 
any fair day, when the rays of the afternoon sun 
fall on the sparkling stream, see the double rain- 
bow from which it derives its name. 
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The portion of the Glen through which we 
are now passing is known as the 


GIANT’S GORGE. 


| Moving onward we reach a staircase leading to a 
' bridge or platform thrown across the stream, 
from which another staircase takes us still higher 

up on the south bank; this is called 


THE PLATFORM STAIRCASE, 


Seats are here to be found to rest after our climb- 

ing, and from which to enjoy the many fine views ; 
we have now reached the end of the Glen of the 
Pools, and enter into the fifth section, or 


) GLEN DIFFICULTY. 
It has been so called from the difficulties met 
4 with in making it accessible, but these were all 


surmounted, and it is now as easily traversed as 
any other portion of the Glen; from the plat- 
form at its entrance we may view the 


SHADOW GORGE, 


Mounting the second section of the staircase 
we wend our way along the path cnt in the side 
of the rocky cliff, and following it in its devious 

” windings, with the stream leaping from one level 
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to another far below our feet; we soon reach 
another rustic bridge, from which we have fine 
views in either direction ; crossing to the north 
side, we follow the narrow path and approach the 


FROWNING + CLIFF, 


which seems a barrier to further progress, but a 
sudden turn to the right under the 


GOTHIC ARCH 


opens the way again; the Gorge below this is 
called the 


‘NARROW PASS, OF SPIRAL GORGE, 


Crossing another bridge to the south side of the 
stream again, we soon come in sight of 


PLUTO FALLS, 


tumbling down into the dark abyss where the sun 
never sees its surface until it flows some distance 
below ; we have now reached the end of “ Glen 
Difficulty,” and enter the sixth section, called 


GLEN ARCADIA, 


a 


a striking contrast to the gloomy spot we have 
just passed; the sparkling little cascades and . 
crystal pools with their beautifully curved edges, 
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the varied hues of vegetation, and all the requi- 
sites of loveliness has given this spot the name of 


THE ARTIST’S DREAM. 


Following the tortuous path, we pass the beau- 
tiful rapids, which are said to be the finest in the 
Glen, and soon we reach the head of this section 
‘at the” 

fuk. AROADIAN FALL. 
This beautiful cascade falls into a circular basm 
called the 

Pie FAIRY POOL, 

‘The crystal transparency of the water, and the 
reflections from its brilliant surface are enchant- 
ing to the beholder; the pass through which the 
‘stream runs at this point is known as the 


ELFIN GORGE, 


The view from the bridge a short distance above 
the staircase will well repay a few moments’ 
pause before we enter the seventh section of the 
Glen, called 


GLEN FACILITY. 
As its name suggests, it is free from difficulties 


and may be explored with ease, provided we are 
not much fatigued by the two miles we have just 
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passed over; only a few care to go beyond this 
point, but should there be a desire to do so we 
can pass on for three-quarters of a mile to the 
eighth section called 


GLEN HORICON, 


which is a large amphitheatre of several acres in 
extent, with steep wooded sides terminating in a 
rocky gorge, bringing us to the north section called 


GLEN ELYSIUM. 


A vast basin of some fifty acres in extent, and 
full of lovely scenery, rural in character; at the 
northern edge the hill rises some 400 feet high ; 
at the head of this section is the last of the series 
of cascades in Watkins Glen, known as 


OMEGA FALL, 
and one of the finest among them. ‘The last or 
tenth section, 

GLEN OMEGA, 


extends some little distance to the westward un- 
til it reaches the open country, four miles from 
the entrance of the Glen.

HAVANA. 


Havana is a town of some twelve hundred in- 
habitants, and is constantly rising in an indus- 
trial point of view, possessing at the present time 
two banks and two newspaper offices. Besides 
the refreshment houses in and near the Glen, 

there are two good hotels in the village, open to 
the choice of travellers, the Montour House be- 
ing the larger, and conducted throughout in first- 
class style, and the Webster House, which offers 
to visitors all the comforts and luxuries of a re- 
tired home. Havana is a station upon the North- 
ern Central Railroad, and is distant from New 
York City about 293 miles by way of the Erie 
Railroad, or about 417 miles by way of the New 
York Central Railroad. Passengers for Havana 
on the Erie take the Northern Central at Elmira; 
and on the New York Central, take the Auburn 
branch at Syracuse to Geneva, thence going by 
boat to Watkins, the whole length of the beauti- 


ful Seneca Lake. From Watkins the distance to 


Havana Glen is only 34 miles, which may be 
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passed over by railroad or in carriages. It is 
proposed also to extend the Watkins and Havana 
Street Railway from Watkins to Havana Glen, 
and this improvement will undoubtedly largely 
increase the number of visitors to this favored 
spot. The Glen is about one mile from the North- 
ern Central Railroad station in Havana, and pas- 
sengers will always find carriages ready upon the 
arrival of trains to take them this distance. 


THE GLEN. 


In the eastern part of the village of Havana, 
near the People’s College Building, now known 
by the name of the Cook Academy, is the Glen. 
On arriving at the Grand Entrance Amphithea- 
tre, which is more than thirty acres in extent, and 
is situated near the first gorge of the Glen, pas- 
sengers leave their carriages and make the ex- 
ploration of the Glen on foot. Before starting 
upon the trip, rest and refreshment, if desired, 
may be obtained at the Glen Grove House, con- 
veniently located near the entrance. The Glen 
is upon the eastern side of the valley, and the 
general course of its ascent is from east to west. 
After riding or walking in the open country, 
even when the roads are in as good condition as 
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they always are in this section of the State, noth- 
ing could be imagined more delightful than such 
a change in the character of the scenery as is met 
with in the entrance to the Glen, with- its walls 
of hoary limestone, bedecked with a wealth of 
mosses and lichens, and with an infinite profu- 
sion of gracefully drooping ferns of the most 
lovely shades of green. Mosses and ferns, in- 
deed, seem to fairly run riot here. Among the 
varieties of ferns to be found here are: Aspidi- 
um spinulosum (Shield-fern); Cystopteris fra- 
gilis (Bladder-fern) ; Adiantwm pedatum (Maid- 
en-hair); <Aspedium marginale (Shield-fern) ; 
Asplenium trichomanes (Spleenwort); and Camp- 
osorus rhizophyllus (the Walking-fern). Follow- 
ing the path and going towards the east, soon 
after entering the first gorge, we come to 


— 


PORTAL CASCADE. 


Though not a fall of very great height, it de- 
rives much beauty from its surroundings, and is 
of interest as a foretaste of the beauties which are 
to follow. Overhead, keeping watch and guard, 
are the hemlocks, chestnuts, and birches, looking 
down upon their own fair reflections in the glassy 
pool beneath, and listening lovingly to the langh- 
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ing cascade, as, all silver and sunshine, it leaps 
over its rocky bed. Now we ascend the rustic 
staircase on the northern cliff, and direct our 
course again towards the east, at its head. A 
few rods further and the path abruptly turns to 
the north, to make a short detour around Land- 
slide Gap, going south for a very short distance 
on the east side of it, and then running its east- 
erly course. Turning around the cliff we come 
in sight of 


CRYSTAL RAPIDS AND THE EAGLE CLIFF FALL, 


the latter being still at some distance. Every 
step of this winding forest path is a delight to 
the botanist, and the eye is continually attracted 
by the rich coloring of the luxuriant vegetation. 
The CrysraL Rapips differ somewhat from the 
general idea of rapids, and are in reality a sueces- 
sion of delicious little cascades and miniature 
waterfalls, beautifully set off by the bright green 
moss, charming the eye with the variety of their 
forms, and lulling the ear with the sweet melody 
of their never-ending singing. One could wil- 
lingly linger here for hours; but, mindfal that we 
are exploring, we must go on. The Rapids are 
crossed by a little bridge, which is necessary, 
however, only when the water is high, and we 


ay 
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then take the path on the south side, leading 
into a narrow gorge, from which we suddenly 
emerge into an extensive open space. Facing us 
is what seems to be a wall of solid masonry, so 
smooth and straight as to defy even the most 
daring species of vegetation. To the left is 
Eacir Oxier, a pile of bare and jagged rocks, 
raised to an elevation of about 150 feet, and half- 
way up its height may still be seen the old and 
gray nest, long since deserted, of the bird in 
whose memory the Cliff has received its name. 
Inaceessible to the approach of man, there will 
the eyrie of our noble national bird rest until, 
loosened by age and the attacks of the elements, 
it shall fall to the ground, from which, perhaps, 
its materials were taken. To the right is the 
Eacre Onrwr Farr, the highest in the Glen. 
The water falls from a height of about sixty feet, 
In almost a perpendicular stream, and, surrounded 
as it is by the curious forms of stratified rock, 
which is so abundant here, the whole forms a 
very pleasing-scene. One is never tired of watch- 
ing the dashing little stream, as it jumps out 
from the dark rocks which so obstruct its course 
from its very source, and plunges into the placid 
pool beneath, losing in a single moment its sil- 
very foaming appearance and subsiding into the

serenity of the clear little lake which receives it. 
We now ascend the Kaa tr Faurs Sramcass, the 
longest single one to be found here, and at its 
head we enter the 


COUNCIL CHAMBER, 


one of the most curious and interesting fea- 
tures of the whole Glen, and one which ts urfique 
and unequalled amid all the beauties of the Glen 
scenery of Central New York State. It extends 
from north to south, is about 100 feet long, and 
25 feet in width from east to west, for about two- 
thirds of its length, the remaining third being 
about one-half aswide. The walls of this strange 
apartment are formed by the solid rock, and are 
as squarely cut and as smoothly finished and as 
perpendicular as if fashioned by plummet and 
rule. Nature has here shown her skill as an en- 
gineer, and as usual has far surpassed all the 
efforts of her human competitors. The stream 
enters the Chamber at the south-east corner, im 
the narrowest part, and flows out at the northern — 
end, there forming the Eacir Ourrr Fart. The 
walls of this Chamber are so high as to give a 
solemnity and grandeur to its appearance, and it 
seems well fitted to be the scene of secret and 
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gloomy councils. We cannot but wonder wheth- 
er the warriors of some of the tribes of the Five 
Nations ever held their deliberations and smoked 
their calumets in this place, which. must have 
been so congenial to their wild and stern natures. 
Looking out from the Chamber we see numbers 
of square-cut basins and pools, and a little cas- 
cade spanned by a giant hemlock, shorn of its 
branches, but mossy and gnarled, and lending a 
picturesqueness to the scene, which might other- 
wise be too lonely and oppressive. A staircase 
takes us from the Council Chamber towards the 
east, and we traverse a circuitous path along the 
shelving rocks, whose clefts are filled with shrubs 
and wild flowers; and trickling mysteriously 
through the seams, over velvet mosses, come the 
springs, wusical in their drippings and refresh- 
ingly cool. The eye is constantly enchained 
and charmed by the innumerable beauties which 
meet its view at every step. A short distance 
brings us to the gem of the Glen. 


CURTAIN CASCADE. 


It is situated some 30 rods to the east of the 
Council Chamber, and to obtain the best view of 
it, it is advisable to leave the main path and de 
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scend to the level of the stream directly in front 
of the fall. For beauty we think it will not be 
disputed that this Cascade is without a rival in 
this section of the State. The water falls from a 
considerable height in light, fleecy folds over the 
moss-covered rock, and then, after flowing along 
a level of perhaps a rod, it makes another descent 
in a broader and more ample stream into the 
clear and quiet pool below. The sparkling, 
snowy white of the falling water, contrasted with 
the brilliant green of its mossy background, and 
shaded by the overhanging foliage of the sur- 
rounding trees, all combine to form a most lovely 
and picturesque scene, and were this the only at- 
traction of the Glen, it would be well worth com- — 
ing hundreds of miles to view. 

Returning to the principal path, a bridge eross- 
ing exactly over the upper part of the cascade 
brings us to the south side of the stream, where, 
turning to the left after a few steps, we ascend a 
staircase leading to 


HERMIT’S GORGE. 


Following the path a short distance farther we 
come to another but shorter staircase which lands 
us upon a bridge. We cross to the north side, 
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Looking through the tunnel. 


Whispering Falls from below. 
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and descending another staircase find ourselves 
at the head of Uermir’s Gorer and at the bot- 
tom of 

: JACOB'S LADDER. 

The Gorge is a narrow defile, formed by the 
rough and jagged rocks, and it presents a very wild 
and striking appearance. Jacob’s Ladder is the 
trying ordeal of the Glen. The angels, ascending 
upon the ladder which Jacob saw in his dream, 
may not have been troubled with fatigue, but we, 
poor mortals, burdened with this too solid flesh, 
are rather more liable to weariness, and if our 
avoirdupois much exceeds a couple of hundred, a 
pause for breath is to be recommended. Two 
long staircases, each being in the neighborhood 
of fifty feet in length, form the Jacob’s Ladder 
of Havana Glen. The first crosses the gorge 
towards the south to a landing half-way up the 
southern cliff, from which the second extends to 
the top of the northern wall. From about mid- 
way ou the Ladder we obtain a fine view of the 


BRIDAL VEIL, 
a fall of some fifty feet in height, sweeping 
gracefully over the steeply inclined rock, a sil- 
very shower, glittering under the bright sunlight 
and dazzling the beholder with its brilliant 
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beauty. At the top of Jacob’s Ladder, pausing 
for a moment to view the Hurmit’s Cavz, we 
turn to the east again, and after descending one 
staircase and ascending two, all however very 
short, we may rest at the

Leaving this pleasant little nook, the path 
takes us across a bridge, and winds along the 
cliffs to the 


MOUNTAIN TUNNEL, 


which is furnished with a staircase at each 
end. This is an arched aperture in the rock, 
sufficiently large to pass through, and is one of 
those curious freaks of nature with which we are 
now and then surprised and delighted. In what 
is known as Cavern Gorge, reached by passing 
through the Mountain Tunnel, we find the weird

To the east of the Tunnel, following a rocky 
path along the southern side for a short distance, 
we come to

WHISPERING FALLS. 


Murmuring sweetly and with siren-like tones 
alluring us on to be involved in the wild confu- 
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sion of Glen Chaos, which is most appropriately 


named. Tere the law of order seems to have 
been set at nanght, and disorder reigns supreme. 
From the savage appearance of the gorge we 
might well imagine that this secluded spot had 
been left untouched when order was first drawn 
from chaos, or that it had been at some remote 

1 the scene of some dire encounter between 
the raging elements, when the contending powers 
in their fury or despair had rent the rocks asun- 
der, and had hurled down a mass of trees to hide 
their ragged edges. Turning to the right we 
soon eine

remarkable for the hollow and reverberating echo 
which is always to be heard here. Going for- 
ward for a quarter of a mile, climbing over the 
fallen trees and creeping along the shelvi ing 


bodes, we come to 


FAIRIES’ CASCADE, 
a ‘charming little fall, and the 
WITCH’S CALDRONS. 


Climbing the rocky steps at the side of the 
Cascade, we are in the 


SUMMIT GORGE, 
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Though last in situation, this is by no means 
least in beauty. Here the mosses show their 
brightest colors, the partridge-vine with its scarlet 
berries grows in profusion, and the wild flowers 
lavish their fragrance and display their delicate 
tints to charm the eye of the beholder. Passing 
through this Gorge we arrive at 


SUMMIT FALLS, 


and the last to claim our attention. Beyond 
this point the stream is a babbling brook in 
summer, though a rushing torrent at other sea- 
sons of the year. Instead of retracing our steps 
through the gorges, a path along the northern 
side of the Glen takes us to the Mountain Cliff 
House, from which if is but a short distance to. 
our starting-place. There is also a path to the 
Mountain Cliff Ilouse, from the top of Jacob’s 
Ladder, for those who do not wish to go through 
the whole upper part of the Glen. The entire 
distance passed over in going and ecumipg is more 
than two and a half miles, and the ascent at- 
tained is nearly seven hundred feet.
